The envings depesita increased hy 100 percent, An abundance 
of grain was available, which should command a good price when the foreign 

‘markets are opened, ag they are shortly expected to be. 

The Minister explained that the recent increase of 30 per cent. on Customa 
duties was intended partly tv replace the loss of revonue due to the prohibition 
of vodka. : He did not believe the increase of daty would interfere with foreign 

"trade. On the contrary, be expected an important development in thia quarter, 
- which would replace that formerly in German hands.
